THE NEW GOVERNMENT 
| A Good Team 


[By our Political Correspondent) 


Here and there it would be easy to pick holes 
in Mr. Attlee’s Government. Taking i by and 
large, however, it is a good team to try out, and 
the Prime Minister will not be able to complain 
that lacks well-wishers. 

The Colonial Office, which interests the readers 
of this paper at the present time even more than 
usual, cannot be said to suffer on the fac of it 
by an upheaval which brings Mr. George Hall into 
the position of Minister so recently occupied by 
Colonel Oliver Stanley. Mr, Hall is 63, and like 
so many others who have risen in the Labour 
movement, began as a boy in a Welsh coal mine. 
He entered Parliament in 1922 for the Aberdare 
division of Merthyr Tydvil. He has held with 
credit to his industry and tact subordinate Govern- 
ment offices at the Admiralty and the Foreign 
Ollice; but particular. to his present appointment 
was his experience in Mr. Churchill's Government 
from 1940 to 1942 as Under-Secretary of State for 
ihe Colonies. .Mr, Hall won repute as a safe and 
steady Parliamentarian and a sound administrator. 
He now has to prove himscif fit to_rank in a first- 
class post which .may present difficult situation’ 
ior the Minister in debate. If Mr. Churchill, for 
cxample; still holds the views he did about the 
White Paper, and if Mr. Hall were tempted to be 
weak on the. Labour Party's pledges to. Palestine, 
there would be a situation which would test Mr. 
Hall to the depths. -His friends bélieve that, with- 
out fireworks, he has in him the makings of a great 
Colomal Sectetary, - 

Mr. Arthue Creech Jones, as Under-Secretary, is 
the rest of the Colonial Office team, wisely chosen. 
He is 10 years younger than Mr. Hall, and a 
Bristolian who sits for Shipley. EU is an extra- 
adimary compliment to him that some good judges 
were prepared to find him appoimed Sccretary of 
Siate. Mr. Creech Jones, it ts truce. has lived “ near 
the rose “': he was Parliamentary private secretary 
to Mr. Bevin all the time at the Labour Ministry. He 
has a swift, subtle and reflective mind, which. has 
linked him with many movements, from. the 
Workers’ Travel Association and Mr. Bevin’s trade 
union to the Colonial Office Education Advisory 
Comniittee, He -has .kept in special touch with 
industrial and political Palestine, while reframing 
from dragging tt in unduly as a theme in his many 
contributions to Commons Colonial debates. 

Mr. Lewis Silkin may be said to have come into 


‘his Kingdom by receiving the appomiment ot 


Minister for Town and Country Planning. Alike 
on the L.C.C. and in debates in the House, not to 
speak of round-table talks, Mr. Silkin ‘has won 
a reputation for mastery of his subject. and per- 
suasiveness Of style. 

Lord Nathan, as Under-Secretary of -State for 
War, will be welcomed on assuming the position 
ef spokesman of the War Office in the House ol 
Lords so long occupied by Lord Croft. 

Mr. Emanuel Shinwell, who is Minister of Fue! 
and Power and is a member of the Cabinet, has a 
heavy task in front of him. 

Mr: G. R. Strauss takes up office as Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of War Transport. 


PALESTINE COMMITTEES 


A meeting to reorganise Parliamentary 
Palestine Committee must be held shortly, . The 
Cammittee will need a new chairman, as Mr. S. S. 
Hammersley was defeated at the General Election, 
Lord Strabolgi tells me also he intends to revive 
the Committee he started in the last Parliament fo 
support the idea of Dominion status for Palestine ; 
it had about~ 20° members, including peers. He 
thinks Palestine must have been discussed at the 
“Bia Three’ Conference at Potsdam, and that 
President Truman, for one, could not have kept 
silent about it, 

The Middle East Committee is likely to become 
active again, in spite of the defeat at the polls of its 
chairman, Sir Edward Spears, who was so openly 
an advocate of Arab interests. agd HS secretary, 
ihe dion. W, W.. Astor. The treasurer, Protessor 
W. J. Gruffydd (Lib., University of Wales), thinks 
if 8 Important to continue the Committee in view ol 
the near approach of the Palestine problem. Mr. R 
R, Stokes (Lab., Ipswich), another prominent mem- 
ber of this comparatively new Committec, shares 
this opinion, and it is understood he is taking steps 
lo summon an early meeting. ~ 


NATURALISATION POLICY 


An early Government 
naturalisation was predicted to me by Mr. Arthur 
Pearson, M.P. (Labour, Pontypridd), in a talk I had 
with him some time before he was appointed 
Comptroller of the Household. During the “ care- 
taker “’ Government Mr. Pearson put a quesiion in 
the House asking the then Home Secretary if he 
could make a statement as to the determination of 
ihe position of industrialists from European coun- 
tries who, having established diverse industries in 
Development Areas, were desirous of obtaining 
British naturalisation. 

Mr. Pearson is a great believer in the policy of 
Trading Estates. He has seen the good results of this 
policy at Treforest trading estate, which is almost en- 
tirely situated in his constituency. “ They are estab- 
lishing one at Swansea as well,” he said tome. “There 
is no doubt about the success of trading estates, 
and the pity is that we are not taking the refugee

SAVING OUR WAR ORPHANS 
Progress of New Commission 


“ The Commission on the Status of Jewish War- 
Orphans in Europe” is the official title of the 
body which has been set up to deal with the 
problem of Jewish chilgren who have been baptised 
or are in. danger of being converted to another 
Faith, im the liberated countries of Europe. 

¢ Commission is under the Chairmanship of 
the Chief Rabbi, Dayan |. Grunfeld is the Deputy 
Chairman, Mr. Aaron Wright Hon, Treasurer, Mr. 
A. G. Brotman Hon. Secretary, Messrs. Edward 
Iwi and Elsley Zeitlyn Hon. Legal Advisers, Mr. 
H. A. Goadman and Dr. Paul Riebenfeld additional 
members of the Executive. 

The following organisations are represented on it: 
The Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, the Beth Din, the Jewish Agency, New Zionist 
Organisation, Agudas Israel, Mizrachi Federation, 
World Jewish Congress, Jewish Committee for 
Relief Abroad. Jewish Historical Society, Refugees 
Committee, and Federation of Jewish Relief 
Organisations 
_ At the second mecting of the Commission, held 
at 37-38, Mitre Street. E.C.3, last week, Dayan 
Grunfeld, who presided, reported on progress 
made, They had been in touch with the Nether- 
lands Government here, he said, who had given 


them a list of Jewish children available. but had 


said that where children were baptised in Holland 
they were powerless to do anything. They advised 
the Commission to take up the matter in the 


countries concerned. 


In one case a Belgian father in this country. was 
taking legal advice, with the help of the Com- 
mission, about his child of 12, who was in a Belgian 


convent and had. been baptised there. 


A memorandum on the legal position had been 
drawn up by Mr, Edward Iwi and, together with 
an earlier memorandum which Dayan Grunfeld 
ad personally sent to Lord Simon (the then Lord 
Chancellor) would be circularised first to the Execu- 
tive and later to all the members of the Com- 
mission. 

Dayan Grunfeld stressed the fact that all the 
Anglo-Jewish bodies whom they had approached 
were favourably inclined towards.the Commission's 
work and took the strongest line possible in this 
matter. They had agreed to contact Jewish organi- 
sations in other countries. In France, an eminent 
French laWyer, M. Mathiay Muller, had been of 
great assistance. There the matter had been scitled 
im a very sdalisfactory way, except for a loophole 
which remained to be dealt with. An old law-had 
been brought into line to include children in France 
who were aliens and the children of deporices, 
whether the fate of their parents was known or 
noi, 

Mr. Zeitlyn reported that Sir Herbert: Emerson 
was of the opinion that friendly personal contact 
with some of the people who had adopted the 
children ‘might accomplish what other methods 
could not. 

Mr. Brotman said the Commission must be care- 
ful not to interfere with the internal affairs of 
other countrics without consultation with the Jews 
of those countries. The best thing would be to use 
the basis of their own arrangements in this country 
and in France to be followed in Belgium. The 
codes of law did not differ :adically. ‘The first 
thing they had to do was to get im touch with 
the committees, pomt out the ordinance and some 
of the criticisms they had made of it, and to ask 
their opinion as to the possibilities of its being 
brought inio effect in their country, before. they 
approached the Government here to use ther 


‘influence on the other Governments, who were 


sensitive about foreign interference. He suggested 
that two members of the Commission should go 
out to Belgium and Holland .in order to find out 
personally what was happening there. There were 
also opportunities of making persOnal contact with 
certain leaders of Belgium and Holland who had 
come here for the Zionist Conference 

Dayan Grunfeld replied that he was regretfully 
compelled to report from experience that there 
were Jews in various countries who were anxious 
to show off their super-patriotism by covering up 
certain undesirable things, and they would not get 
Statements from them. It was sometimes better. 
for Jews from other countries to take matters tn 
hand because they were more independent. 

In reply to a question by Dr, Riebenfeld, Dayan 
Grunfeld said they had, had offers of assistance 
irom some individual M.P.s,. but from 
clergymen. 

It was finally agreed that members of the Com- 
mission should visit Belgium and Holland. and 
Messrs. A. G. Broiman, Elsley Zcitlyn, and Dayan 
Grunfeld were suggested. It was left to the Execu- 
tive to make the final. arrangements. 

The French law referred to by Dayan Grunfeld 
was published in the Official Journal of April 21. 
1945, and signed by General de Gaulle.

ABOUT BOOKS , 
A GREAT STATESMAN 
Lord Samuel’s Memoirs 


of The Right Hon, Viscount Samuel. 


Cresset Press. 14s.

I have just read the best book of Memoirs 
of this last generation. The book has all 
the notes of greatness. Its style is that of 
the best words in their best order, cach 
word marching straight to its inevitable goal. It 
deals with great events in the direction of which 
Lord Samuel often differed from colleagues and 
opponents, but there is not a word of bitterness or 
— hostility in the whole book. The author 

eathes an ethical passion which warms the heaet. 
As he surveys an era in which naked power has 
devastated the world, he knows thai the cause of all 
the woe is purely spiritual. “ The root of all our 
troubles lay there,” he writes. “ The mind of the 
modern world was confused, because it did not know 
on what basis morality rested, or whether it rested 
on anything at all.... In the confusion States and 
peoples were at the mercy of ambitious and ruthless 
men unrestrained by moral law." Through the arid 
waste of materialism and Agnosticism, he discovered 
for himself that the universe is, spiritual, that i@has 
e, Parpoer, and that the wil! behind the visible is 


The book has passages which might have been 
written by an ancient Jewish prophet speaking with 
ths sparkling clarity of the best English writers. 
is not often you can buy a born historian, a true 
philosopher, a forth-teller (as the prophets were). 
and a dreamer of dreams all expressed in one book 
with such limpid style that it is a pleasure to read— 
all for 15s. Jf I were a Jew, I would buy 
this book though it cost me my last shilling. 
and I would make my sons read it as the Nazis read 
“ Mein Kampf." - And [ would ask them this 
question: Why is it that the Jews give leaders and 
Statesmen {to great nations, and have no State or 
redim of their’ own for their sons to serve? That 
question is the tragedy of the Jew. That is why 
Zionism commands the future.

Superb Pen-Portraits 


As a lover of geod writing, what pleased me most in this 
book is the pcn portraits of the great men of the last wIKTY 
years. Who could better these: of Campbell Bannerman

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Authority and 
Responsibility 


if one be found slain in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee to possess it, lying in the field 
and it be not known who hath smitten him. . «. - 

And all the elders of that city who are nearest unto 
the slain shail wash their hands. . . . 

And they shall speak and say “ Our hands have 
not shed the blood neither have our eyes seen tt.” 
(Deut, xxi, 1; @7.) 

41S Sidra might well be regarded as the charter 

of autharity for religious teachers and leaders 

in Isracl. The appointment of Judges, the 
election of a king, their scope and authority, are 
elaborately described. To some it might appear 
that Judaism gives to its teachers and judges an 
exiravagant measure of authority; note the verse: 
“ According to the law which they shall teach thee 
and accordmg to the law which they shall tell thee 
thou shalt do; thou shalt not turn aside from the 
sentence which they shall declare unto thee to the 
right hand nor to the left.” The Rabbinic comment 


is even more emphatic PRI 
yow po bin po: 
599“ Even if it appears to you that the left is 
right and the right is left, sill it js your duty to 
listen and obey them.” “Is it wise,” you ask, 
“to place so much power in the hands of men; 
is there not, in such circumstances, an overpower- 
ing temptation to become despotic?” It Is 
indeed true that if we focus our glance exclusively 


on to this aspect of religious leadership, the 
dangers of unlimited power become very real, but 
there is another quality which the Torah demands 


of the judges and leaders in Israel, a quality which 
maintains such a perfect balance of mind that we 
are able to understand why the so-called danger of 
“ Jewish ecclesiastical despotism” has sever 
materialised. The price of authority is responsi- 
bility; the role of teacher and guide in Israel 
carries with it not merely responsibility for pro- 
poundime correct opinions, but also. demands a 
self-discipline. and inner training .which makes 
leadership no easy and enviable prize. 


HE Sidra, which commences with the law of the 
appoimment of judges and officers, con- 
cludes with the law of the “ slain man lying in the 
field." The elders of the city had to visit the 
scene of the murder and state, “ Our hands have 
not shed this blood and neither have our cyes: seen 
it." The Sifri puts the obvious question, “ Could 
anyone suspect the elders of the community of 
having shed this blood?”; but by this avowal the 
elders declared that they had not allowed this 
stranger to go hungry or friendless when he had 
been m their town. This 8 more than a picturesque 
Rabbinic interpretation; it is a: profound state- 
ment revealing the full onus of responsibility placed 
by the Torah upon those who aspire to be elders 
in Israel.  Inhospitality in the ordinary man ts 
rerarded as boorrshness, neglect of the stranger 
by the average individual ts coarse selfishness, but 
these faults when found in an élder are no longer 
tolerable .blemishes—they are crimes as serious in 
the cyes of the Torah as the shedding of blood. 
The norm of life depends uhon the stardard set 
by the elie. The rank and file of men and women 
will not avoid over-indulecace and surteit unless 
they see a high degree of austerity and Self- 
discipline mm their teachers. Where’ the eiders are 
saintiy, the people are austere; where the elders are 
austere, the people are moderately indulgent; where 
the elders are indulgent the people cre avaricious and 
giutfonous. It ws said of a ceriain saimtly Rabbi 
that his influence m ihe village was such that even 
ihe rogues committed only. gentlemanly 
crimes " Where the elder shows no love 
for the the disciple resents the 
Stranger . .» the ignoramus hates him, the 
scoundrel robs and kills him: but # is not. the 
murderer alone who bears the responsibility for the 
ciime; the hands of the elder, 100, are stained 
with blood.

they had developed there under the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council. . 

London, it is fully appreciated by all representa- 
tives, is now the pivotal and cruc‘al front im the 
Zionist Movement's political siruggie. 

From talks which I have had with delegates I 
have come to the firm conviction that there is a 
great deal of latent dissatisfaction with the Jeader- 
ship of the Movement. But there is very little dis- 

ition to attempt to displace Dr. Weizmann, who 
es be now become a sort of symbol of the Zionist 


Movement which one does not lightly discard. 
There is a certain prestige which has grown wp 
through the years around his name. refore, 


akthough there is dissatisfaction among many with 
Dr. Weizmann’s line of action and apparent go- 
slow tactics, it will be found that at the end 
the Conference he will be as firmly seated in the 
‘saddle of Zionist leadership as ever. 


Eyes on Dr. Silver 


On the other hand, i has been borne in on me 
that what a great many representatives would like 
to see is, without removing Dr. Weizmann, the 
infusion of fresh blood into the leadership. In 
this connection I find among them a strong lean- 
ing towards one of the strongest—if not the 
strongest—personalities in the Movement: Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver. 

Fhere can be little doubt that everybody at the 
Conference is thinking of Dr. Silver as a coming 
leader; not merely of the American Zionist scene, 
but of the international one. Undoubtedly he has 
caught the imagination of large sections of the 
Movement, although, of course, by the same token 
there are others who are afraid of his emergent 
power and are anxious to arrest his too rapid pro- 
rress. 
lt is certain that there will be resolutions sub- 
mitted to the Conference, as a result of meet- 
ings of the various commissions that. have been 
elected, while I have it on the highest authority 
that a statement will be issued by the Conference, 
to be sent to the British and Allied Governments, 
setting forth its demands in connection with 
Palestine. This will embody the demand for a 
Jewish State forthwith. 

In connection with the Jewish Agency's applica- 
tion for the immediate issue of 100,000 certificates, 
I can state authoritatively that there ts a strong 
feeling on the part of large sections of the repre- 
sentatives that, however, desperate the need is for 
immediate immigration, there is a certain danger 
inherent in focusing the Jewish demands at this ume 
on immigration certificates instead of asking for 
an immediate declaration of policy i the sense 
of a repudiation of the White Paper in favour of 
a new line which shall result in the establishment 
of the Jewish State or Commonwealth. “ We have 
really reached breaking port,” is the prevalent feel- 


ing. 

There is also a strong feeling that irrespective of 
convenience or inconvenience, the issue should be 
raised with the new Government at ‘a very early 
date, and it is felt that a clear-cut decision must 
be made in a very short time. 


Opea Expression of Doubts 


A document written and circulated among the 
American representatives by the Chairman of the 
Exgcutive Committee of the Zionist Organisation 
of America, Mr. Daniel Frisch, has come into my 
hands which sheds an interesting light on the con- 
fusion which has prevailed and is still prevailing 
regarding the Conference. Mr. Frisch, in his letter, 
sets out bluntly in black and white many of the 
doubts which I have outlined abéve. 

1 find that there is general dissatisfaction among 
the. representatives with the arrangements made at 
the Conference. The venue, the absence of any 
agenda, the lack of guiding speeches, have had a 
depressing ¢ffect on them. | 

Some of the visitors from the liberated countries 
have complained to me that the Zionist Executive 
failed to establish contact with them during and 
after the war, and that people in occupied countries 
had been left without any information about the 
state of affairs of Zionism: 

Although the general debate has so. far not 
revealed definite trends, it has become known 
that at least three parties—the Jewish State Party, 
the Mizrachi, and the General Zionists B, who 
together represent about 15 per cent of the repre- 
sentatives, will insist on the reshuffling of the 
Executive and the bringing of new blood into. the 
leadership. 


Criticism of the Executive 


_ Criticism has been expressed of the Executive 
in London, whose performance, it is contended, has. 
not been adequate to.the task. The leader of the 
Jewish State Party, Mr. Meir Grossman, of New 
‘York, made some caustic comments in a talk I 
have had with him. 

Their present pa he said, was the direct 
result of years of appeasement, vacillation, lack of 
a definite political line, disunity in Zionist ranks, 
and attention to details instead of concentration 
on the main purpose—the solution of the Jewish 
problem.: Appeasement in Jewish life had failed 
just as it failed everywhere else. They had not 
reconciled the Arabs nor obtained the sympathetic 
attitude of the British. The same could be said 
about the United States. A small expedient Zionism 
of small deeds did not appeal to the imagination 
of the American statesmen, who did not see in 
the presentation of the Zionist proposals a real 
soluuion of a world-wide Jewish problem. 

_ Public opinion in England and America, con- 
tinued Mr. Grossman, was not informed about the 
real aims of Zionism, and no effort was made to 
reveal the part played by the Arabs before and 
during the war. “* We have tricd to conceal Arab- 


Jewish tension,” he said, “ instead of. exposing the 
pro-Axts stand of the Aras. 


_ “ This Conference, for which we have been wait- 
ing so long, cannot leave matters as they stand,” 
added Mr Grossman, who condemned the attempt 
which, he said, was being made to postpone further 
the Political reorientation and reorganisation’ of 
ine Movyernent because of the change of the British 


Government. The Conference, he said, hai bees 
called not only to pass judgment on the fa))\\;¢ of 
the British Government to carry out its promises 
but also on the failure of the Zionist leadership 
to achieve positive results. | 

The Jewish State Party, he declared, had cop. 
the present leadership becaise of 
its policy of concealing Zionist aims, because of its 
appeasement policy, and because had pe: mitted 
a one-sided economic policy in Palestine, More. 
over, here and in America it continued (o work 
on a scale which was completely inadequate (o jhe 
present objective of the Zionist Movement. 

His party came to the Conference, he (old me 
with the following demands: A clear detinitiog 
of the Zionist aims, which were in the opinion of 
the party, the establishment of a Jewish Static. the 
reconstruction of Palestine within its  hisioric 
boundary into a Jewish State, a homeland {or the 
majority of the Jewish people. Zionism coy\d not 
be treated any more as an effort to give relief to 
the suffering Jews of Europe. 

Another demand was that the present 7 oni 
Executive should surrender its mandate (0 the 
present Conference in order to give place to a new 
or a reshuffled leadership on which would be :epre. 
sented those parts of the Movement which had 
forecast the present development, but which had 
been deliberately debarred from the framing ang 
execution of a straightforward Zionist policy. 

He was sorry to say that the Conference had 
been called together in.a haphazard manic, that 
it was badly prepared and badly organised. | 
was neither a representative gathering authorised to 


take decisions nor a meeting of the Greater Actions 
Committee. 
_ Mizrachi Attitude 


The Mizrachi attitude to the leadership and to 
Zionist policy as a whole has been summed up 
for me by Mr. S. Z. Shragai, who is a member of 
the Executive of the Poale Hamizrachi and 4 
member of the Executive of the Vaad Leumy 
We hold,” he siid, that the present Execu- 
tive is not a unanimous one in the running of its 
policy, and in fact there are as many policies as 
there are members. We also contend thai the 
political work in London, Washingion. and 
Jerusalem is not unified. For example. they ail 
talk of a Jewish State. But the political work Jone 
by the separate parties of the Jewish Agency does 
not always lead to this cardinal point.” 

Another point of criticism was that.a sma!! croup 
—the Mapar—within the Zionist Organisation 
thought it could do the political work by itself, 
with the result that the whole of this political work 
was centred around the British Labour Party, ‘o the 
neglect of the Conservative Party and the religious 
elements. 

They did not consider that this was the time 
for any radical changes, but they were advocating 
the reorganisation of the Executive in London, 
Jerusalem, and Washington, concluded Mr. Shragai. 

Mr. Louis Lipsky, who ts one of the staunchest 
supporters of the Executive, and is one of the 
ablest and most influential of the American icpre- 
sentatives at the Conference, told me that 
was no doubt that the Zionist Organisation was 
called upon to make substantial changes i its 
structure in order to be in a position to achieve 
its purposes. It could not continue with meihods 
that had become obsolete.. It could 
to deal with the Jewish world as it is to-day m 
the samme manner and form as it dealt with the old 
world that has passed away. 


American Members for Executive * 


{ am able to state that a mecting of the Amé:ican 
representatives has been held at which: onc con- 
crete proposal was put forward and its still under 
consideration—that they. should definitely favour a 
Partial reconstruction or enlargement of the. Exccv- 
tive and that, furthermore, Dr. Silver and Dr. Wise 
should .be made members of the Executive resident 
in America for the purpose primarily of the political 
work in the States, but with the status of members 
of the Executive. 7 

This idea is gaining favour also among many 
others besides the’ Americans. 

Later I was informed that the U.S. representatives 
are putting forward Mr.. Emanuel Neumann and 
Judge Levinthal in addition to Dr. Wise and Dr. 
Silver for the purpose of stiffening the Execut:ve. 

I am also told that Dr. Silver has been sccing 


the Revisionists with a view to their coming back 
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into the isation. Dr. Siiver has, | understand, 
seen Dr. Altmann and Mr. Rosoff, the Palestinian 
Revisionist leaders, who happened to be staying at 
the same hotel as himself. . Silver had an hour 
and a half’s talk with them, and I believe that they 
have reac some sort of understanding The 
Revisionists, however, want an agreement about a 
coalition Executive before they come in. But Dr. 
Silver thinks they should first come in and then 
like-minded will ‘be able to press for 
a coalition. is question, however, might come up 
at a Greater Actions Committee mecting. 

Dr. Silver, | am able to state, is also going to 
propose the establishment of a standing committee 
to be called at any time for the purpose of con- 
sidering the question of unity—that is to say, the 
return of any dissident groups so that they should 
not have to came hat in hand to the Conference. 

Dr. Weizmann, I am informed, is trying to see 
various members of the Government. He has 
lunched with. Justice Jackson, head of the 
War Crimes Commission, who has informed Dr. 
Weizmann that he will have him as a witness before 
the Commission, and material is now being prepared 
for Dr. Weizmann’s evidence. 


Dr. Silver's Suggestion 


An exclusive statement was made to me for THE 
CHronicte by Dr. Abba Hille! Silver. 

“I feel,” he said, “that out of this Conference 
there should come a clear-cut statement of our 
position and of our immediate demands upon the 
Government. I think that a delegation repre- 
senting this world Conference—the first one since 
ihe world war—should call upon the Prime Minister, 
Mr, Attlee, and the British Government and con- 
vey to them the thought and the mood of the 
Conference and the deep sense of urgency which 
we all feel.” 

The growing tension in Palestine, he continued, 
caused by the continuation of the White Paper, 
must be relieved. The British Government now in 
power, which, when it was in opposition, served 
notice that it would not be bound by. the White 
Paper policy, should immediately announce the 
White Paper's revocation. The American public 
would not understand how a party pledged to all 
that the White Paper negates. having come into 
power, would tolerate Hs continuation for a 
moment. 

* We are waiting hopefully,” he went on, “ for 
an early indication of a radical change of policy, 
and public sentiment in America would enihusias- 
tically back up a policy which would proclaim Great 
Britain's determination to carry out in letter 
in spirit the terms of the Mandate.” Certainly the 
President of the United States, who recently 
feclared himself for the: Jewish Commonwealth, 
and the Congress of the United States, whose mem- 
bers are overwhelmingly in sympathy with i, would 
heartily welcome such an announcement, 


Executive Should be Freshened Up 


As to the Zionist Executive, Dr. Silver said he 
beheved that, after ten years in office, it should be 
freshened up and substantially enlarged to meet the 
increased demaads of the hour. Especially here 
in London there should be a large expansion of 
their work. This, after all. was the seat of the 
Mandatory Government.- A few more leaders of 
American Zionism should be added to the Execu- 
tive, representing the Executive in what was now 
by far the largest Jewish community in the world 
and in a country which, next to Great Britain, 
would have a décisive role to play m all that con- 
cerns Palestine. . 

Dr. Silver thought the Conference was relatively 
small, but representative. was wating 
for more detailed reports from leaders of the Move- 
ment and from the Executive. It had been. some- 
what impatient with. broad siatements and 
generalities, and it felt that it should be taken a hitie 
more into the confidence of the leaders and treated 
a more adult ,.Lashion,

DR. WEIZMANN .APPEALS FOR 
U.S. INFLUENCE 


The Conference began its private sessions on 
Thursday morning of last week, after the public 
gathering of the previous day (reported in last 
week's JEWISH CHRONICLE). 

A communiqué on the proceedings was issued 
to the Jewish press. According to it, Dr. Weiz- 
mann opened the session and gave a-comprehen- 
sive review of the political activities of the Zionist 
Executive during the war years, dealing especially 
with the work in London and with his two visits 
to the United States. The main work had been 
carried on in Jerusalem, London, and Washington. 
On the whole their position in Palestine, he is 
reported as saying, had been greatly strengthened. 


The “ Working Committee ” 


Zionist work in the other two centres, Britain 
and America, showed much less success compared 
to the picture in Palestine, Dr. Weizmann spoke of 
the difficulties their work encountered in Britain, 
partly cue to war-time conditions in a country 
which was in the front line, cut off from the rest 
of the world. The Zionist work, which was carried 
on by a Committee consisting of two members of 
the Executive, Dr. Brodetsky and himself, with 
the assistance of Mrs. B. Dugdale, Professor 
Namier, and Mr, Berl Locker, was concentrated on 
negotiations with the Government about such 
questions as the Jewish Fighting Force, immigra- 
tion, efc., and on the task of enlightening British 
public opinion in regard to Jewish aspirations in 
Palestine. t the same time they never ceased to 
fight the provisions of the. White Paper of 1939 
and tried to prepare for a new and better political 
decision. They had been backed in their work by 
the British Zionist Federation. 

While ‘welcoming the many indications - in 
America of strong-sympathy for Jewish aspira- 
tions im Palestine, Dr. Weizmann said that the 
time had come for the United States to throw iis 
weight into the scale to help bring about-4 favour- 
able decision on Palestine. 

Referring to the new political situation in Great 
Britain, Dr. Weizmann thought it was gratifying to. 
recall the favourable attitude of the Labour Party 
and some of its foremost leaders in regard to 
Zionism, He thought they would now have a 
better chance with the combination of a friendly 
Government and the Leader of the Opposition who 
was an old friend of Zionism. But it remained 
to be seen'what attitude the new Government would 


Totalitarianism'’s Danger 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Exccu- 
uve of the Jewish Agency, made a long statement 
on the Jewish position. Totalitarianism, | am told 
he said, was now spreading all over the world, and 
its tendency was to say to the Jew, “ Either you 


‘assimilate or you perish.”’. In other words, they 


were to-day in danger of being utterly and. ruth- 
lessly destroyed even in the New World because 
of this tremendous growth of thie totalitarian ten- 
dency. 

What. the White Paper did to the Jew, who for 
two thousand years was bound up spiritually, 
physically, and culturally with Palestine, was to 
cut him oil vom his own country and to put him 
in the posiuon of a permanent minority in that 
country. “ Therefore,” said Mr. Ben-Gurion, “the 
guesiion wih which Conference will have to 
deal is, * Will the White Paper’ be abolished — or 
not?’.”’

THE MAURITIUS INTERNEES 
Government “ Trying to Charter a Boat ” 


The Palestine Government ts trying to charter a 
beat to bring the Jewish internees in Mauritius -to 
Palestine. it was announced Mr. J. V. W. Shaw.

He further disclosed that in 
view of the end of the war in Europe, the Govern- 
ment was now considering an cxtension of 
exit facilities for those desiring to leave the country.

PALESTINE-IRAQ TRADE 
AGREEMENT 


The Palestine-Irag Trade Agreement which re- 
sulted from discussions held in Jerusalem in March 
thes year, and which was signed on July 2, provides 
for 14,000 head of cattle and 10 tons of Wool yarn to 
be imported into Palestine in exchange for 750 tons 
of soap, £P.70,000 worth of textiles, £P.10,000 worth 
of earthenware and crockery, and £P.50,000 worth 
of glassware. The agreement is valid for one year.

Labour Government’s Opportunity 


Middle East peoples, Arabs no less than others, 
are (cables our Jerusalem cor nt) carefully 
watching for some sign by the new British Labour 
Government of its attitude towards the Arab League, 
which was created by reactionary political and 
economic class interests as a by-blow of Britain's 
Conservative regime. 

Anyone with intelligence knows that the Arab 
League stands or falls on the extent of the British 
backing it will get. It was formed under the xgis 
of the British Foreign Office for reasons best known 
to the inner coterie of public servants who have 
traditionally courted Near Eastern politicians since 
Lord Milner's regime in Egypt in a_ policy 
of a sement which is much older _ than 
Chamberlain's 1938/40 brand. 

Even its best friends cannot deny that the com- 
position of the Arab League has been drawn from 
a thin upper crust of Oriental pashas and effendss. 
There is not a single workers’ or middle-class repre- 
sentative nor one delegate representing the pro- 
gressive elements among the League's members. At 
the risk of sounding pompous, I maintain that the 
actual membership of the Arab .League Council 
reflects that system of social injustice—extreme 
wealth and extreme poverty—which has been an 
endemic feature of Eastern life since the days of 
antiquity and whose outward symptoms can be wit- 
nessed upon every hand in the countries around 
Palestine. | 

indeed, if these pashas and effendis are united at 
all, it is in their apprehension at the far-reaching 
implications of -the Jewish progressive methods in 
Palestine. The economic lessons set by the Jewish 
constructive effort are seriously threatening the 
entire structure of the Middle East's feudal system. 


Fhis effort is endangering the vested financial, indus- - 


trial, and agricultural interests among the pasha 
and effendi class. It explains their antipathy to 
Jewish economic progress—and why opposition to 
the Zionist undertaking is the only cement holding 
them patchwork League together. 


Progress of Palestine’ Fellahir 


Palestine’s peasantry and working class enjoy a 
much higher standard of living and scales of wages 
than their counterparts in the Middle East lands. 
Fellahin who have been burdened for centuries by 
indebtedness at «usurious rates have not only thrown 
off the economic shackles of the effend: landlords but 
have acquired an unprecedented prosperity mainly 
through supplying the large Jewish agricultural con- 
sumption needs. The Yishuv's agriculture is still 
not capable of fully covering its own wants, although 
it has progressed considerably in this direction, so 
that the Arab peasantry benefits on a large scale 
from the disposal of the produce of its land. 

Moreover the Arab population enjoys health con- 
ditions which are beyond comparison with the low 
level of the surrounding territories—<certainly no such 
terrible malaria epidemics with enormous fatalities 
mainly resulting from malnutrition, such as have 
happened in-Egypt, nor the widespread ophthalmic 
trachoma such as prevails in most Eastern lands, 
could ever spread in Palestine. The reason is patent 

ihe influx of Jewish capital, energy, talent, and 


enterprise has ratsed Palestine Arab levels to almost 
_empyrean heights if contrasted with native popula- 


ions elsewhere in this region. 

It ts no wonder that the. pashas and effendis, 
appalled by this onslaught upor the. long-held 
economic citadels which have ensured their feudal 
supremacy for centuries. seek ways and means to 
combat Jewish initiative and to perpetuate their own 
class influence 

And that is why the. growingly intelligent clement, 
among the Middle East populations are ‘watching 
Briiain's Labow: Government for a lead. Jewish-« 
co-operation in this part of the world will 
upon a basis of close and effectual economic 
collaboration. . The litle men among these Oriental 
populations would rapidly find a comman language 
with the Jews and develop their numerous contacts 
if the Arab League pashas and effendis let them do 
so.* But the latter will fight to the last. breath 
before yielding and will try to make the outside 
world beleve that this is. political nationalism. 
instead of what it really. is—sectional economic 
greed 


YISHUV’S HEALTH NEEDS 


[he Yishuv’s.urgent needs in the .sphere of 
health, with special reference to its requests of the 
Palestine Government, were raised recently (reports 
our Jerusalem correspondent). by. Dr. Abraham 
Katznelson, head of the Vaad Lewmi's Health 
Department, when he. stated. that strong repre- 
sentations on. this score had . been ‘submitted, 
tollowimg resolulions passed at the plenary session 
of the General Council of Palestinian Jews held 
in’ February 

Dr. Katnelson said he felt that the Government? 
ought now to amend the-health policy which it 
had maintained for 25. years under Colonel Sir 
George Heron. as Director of Medical Services— 
he has now gone into retirement in the United 
Kingdom, following a brief spell as: Commissioner 
of Reconsiruction here—by giving greater financial] 
suppart. 10 the Jewish health institutions than 
hitherto. 
_ As an instance, he pointed out that the minimum 
hospitalisation requirements were five beds pel 
thousand inhabitants [compared with eight beds in 
Britain}. The Yishuv would require: 2.750. beds 
for the present population’s size,-whereas it has 
only 1,100, or two beds per thousand. while with 
private and charity hospitals there were only three 
beds per thousand, -Even these could not. be 
adequately maintained in the future, he continued. 
the Government helped more broadly. The 
Government gave only £22,000 annually to the 
Tel-Avin Hospital, but the Vaad Leumi feels that 
it should provide half of. the £500,000 hospital 
mamtenance costs falling annually. on the. Yishuyv.

THE POTSDAM DECISIONS 
Religious and Racial Discrimination 
Banned 


The infamous anti-Jewish “ Nuremberg Laws ” 
introduced by the Nazis have ——- as a result 
of the agreement reached in Potsdam last week by 
“ The Big Three.” 

In Section III of the terms of agreement, in which 
the treatment of dealt with, four of the 
ten clauses laying down the political principles to be 
adopted in the government of Germany in the initial 
control period are of special interest to Jews. 

Clause 4, which refers specifically to the Nurem- 
berg Laws, states: 

All Nazi laws which provided the basis of the 
Hitler regime or established discrimination on 
grounds of race, creed, or political opinion shall be 
abolished. No such discriminations, whether legal, 
administrative or otherwise, shall be tolerated. 

How war criminals are to be dealt with is specified 
in Clause 5, which says: a 

War criminals and those who have participated 
in planning or carrying out Nazi enterprises involv- 
ing or resulting in atrocities or war crimes shall be 
arrested and brought to judgment. Nazi leaders, 
influential Nazi supporters, and high officials of Nazi 
organisations and institutions and any other persons 
dangerous to the occupation or its objectives shall 
be arrested and interned. 

Clauses 8 and 10 insist on freedom of religion 
and ban discrimination on grounds of race, creed or 


nationality 
Equal Rights for All 


Clause 8, which concerns the judicial system, 
declares: 

The judicial system will be reorganised in accord- 
ance with the principles of democracy, of justice 
under law, and of equal rights for all citizens with- 
out distinction of race, nationality or religion. 

Freedom of worship is provided for in Clause 10, 
which Says: 

Subject to the necessity for maintaining military 
security, freedom of speech, Press and religion shall 
be permitted and religious institutions shall 
respected. Subject likewise to the maintenance of 
military security, the formation of free trade umions 
shall be permitted. 

War criminals are again dealt with in Section VII 
of the agreement. This section is exclusively con- 


cerned with those crimes that have no particular. 


localisation. In this category are included the 
crimes against Jews of German nationality who were 
tortured to death in the horror camps of Germany. 
Section VII states: 

Ihe three Governments have taken. note of the 
discussions which have been proceeding in recent 
wecks in London between British, United States, 
Soviet, and French representatives with a view to 
reaching agreement on the methods of trial of those 
major war criminals whose crimes under the Moscow 
Declaration of October, 1943, have no particular 
geographical localisation. 

The three Governments reaffirm their intention to 
bring these criminals to swift and sure justice. They 
hope that the negotiations in London will result 
in speedy agreement being reached for this purpose, 
and they regard as a mafer of gre&t importance 


that the trial of these major criminals should begin. 


at the carliest possible date.. The firsi ‘his' 
of defendants will be published before September 1. 


NAZIS RESTORE JEWISH 
CEMETERIES 


Nazis who desecrated the Jewish cemeternes in 
the small German village of Nastatten. and the 
neighbouring hamlet of Singhofen have been forced 
.O repair some of the damage they did 

When the 276th Infantry: of the -U.S. 70th 
Division moved into Nastatten, it found the Jewish 
cemictery in a deplorable condition. - Tombstones 
had been toppled over, name-plates smashed. marble 
and concrete slabs were missing, and refuse was 
strewn about. . The. missing slabs had- been 
auctioned to Party members, who. used them in 
their rock gardens. 

Cpl. Erich Muehistein, of Chicago, a native of 
singhofen, and Sgt. William Smith, of Meridian, 
Connecticut, alter obtaining permission from Allied 
Military Government, went to the burgomasier and 
demanded the names of-the men in the village 
responsibie for. the. outrage: On the orders of 
Muehlstein and Smith, and at the former: care- 
taker’s direction,. all who bought: the slabs were 
made to return them. 


his meant tearing up gardens, and. im one case. 


tearing down a man’s. chimney, But it. was 
done. Then, while. some of the Nazis re-set 


the tombstones and sfabs, the others set about with 
hoe and spade-to remove the dense weeds. After 
several days of hard work the cemetery was restored 
to pre-war condition. 

Then Muehlstein and Smith went on to Sing- 
hofen, and later to the village of Miehlen, and -at 
both places forced the local Nazis to repair the 
Jewish burial grounds. 

‘Lieutenant Jacob L. Bernheim, of the US. 
Army, visited Buchau in Wurtemberg. towards the 
end of May, He found that the Jewish cemetery 
there had been desecrated and demanded that the 
newly-appointed Mayor of the town should have 
it restored. 

How well the Mayor carried out orders was 
described by ‘Lieut. Bernheim following a second 
visit to the town three weeks later. -The day 
following the officer’s first visit, the Mayor sent 
under guard 20 leading Nazis. who still remained 
in the town to the cemetery with orders to set it 
to rights... They were, in the officer's words. really 
made to work, and completed the task satisfactorily. 


With the arrival in Vienna ofa: further 360 
Jews from the Theresienstadt camp,. the Jewish 
population of the Austrian capital: has ‘risen. to 
over 8.000 as compared with the pre-war figure of 
180,000. No children were among: the deportees. 
One of the returned Jews stated that children under 
fourteen were the first to be executed by the Nazis. 


THE “NON-REPATRIABLES’: 


Unwilling to Return Home and 
Unwanted Elsewhere 


After the majority of displaced persons hye 
been repatriated, such as non-Jewish Poles, (yoo. 
slavs, and residents of other Balkan countries, |). 
who do not wish to return to their former honme.— 
and into this category fall tens of thousands of 
Jews—will “ stay put” until it becomes clea; tg 
them that there is no alternative for them bu 1 
return home, 

This, gathers a J.T.A. correspondent, js {he 
attitude of the United Nations Governments (o 
question of the “ non-repatriables.”’ 

Sir Herbert Emerson, Directot Of the 
governmental Committee on Refugees, 
“ Sufficient time has not elapsed since the end of 
the war to form any opinion as to how large {hic 
group of * dissidents (the term used to describe 
those persons unwilling to return home) is |ikely 
to be. The individual who does not want to retry 
really does not have sufficient information on which 
to pass judgment. It is premature to make any 
assumption that a particular group now unwilling 
to return to their country will be, in fact, per. 
manently non-repatriable. The position will not be 
clear for months, possibly a year or even longer,” 

Sir Herbert mentioned that until such time as a 
person is declared to be non-repatriable he wil) 
be under the care of Unrra. Unrra can give only 
temporary relief and is not authorised to assis 
refugees to emigrate to new homes. That is the 
job of the Intergovernmental Committec. 


Refugees May go Back 


The Governments concerned apparently hope 
that, after a refugee has been in a camp for a yer, 
or two he will be ready to listen to suggestions that 
he return to his country of origin. This scems to 
be borne out by a further statement made by Si, 
Herbert: 

* While the original idea was to consider as non- 
repatriable one who did not want to return to his 
country, the trend of opinion now is to Pive time 
to the person to learn more about conditions in 
his country and to give the Governments more 
time to satisfy their nationals that they can return 
to their countries with prospects of leading a 
healthy normal life, before reaching the detinite 
conclusion . that the person must be = treated 
permanently as a non-repatriable.” 


The Intereovernmental Committee is nevertheless . 


trying to secure for German Jews the right to 
decide whether they want to. have restored the 
German citizenship of which they were deprived by 
the Nazi regime. 

Sir Herbert said that the German and Austrian 
Jews, in most cases, were unwilling to return to 
their, homes but, he added, theré were “indications 
that many would be willing to do so within a-yea 
or two. 

The crux of the situation seems to be thal with 
minor excepluions there are no Governments willing 
to throw open their territory to refugees, and thcre- 
fore, in the opimon of the authorities concerned, 
the -best solution is for the displaced persons to 
return to the countries from which they were 
deported.

IN FRANKFURT TO-DAY 
How the Jews “Live” 


[From a Correspondent) 
The Jewish remnant, now about 1,000 strong, in 


Frankfurt-on-Main, once the metropolis and glory 


of German Jewry, still face hunger and despair. 

I found a number of them in the Jidisches 
Krankenhaus (Jewish Hospital) in North-East Frank- 
furt—30 women, 20 men, a girl of 16, a boy of 
13, and a boy of 9. Some of these Jews are survivors 
of Theresienstadt. Most of them have a tale of 
horror and suffering to tell. 

Another small group of Jews lives in the former 
Altersheim (Old People’s Home): and still others 
live in private houses. 


Hunger-Dict 


These ex-prisoners from concentration camps are 
being cared for. (more or less) by the Municipal 
Welfare authorities. This +s the week's ration (as 
for the week beginning July 29) as listed in the 
Krankenhaus: 


Suga Cream Cheese 1 oz. 


Coffee Substitute oz. “ Nahrmiltel (food- 
Potatoes... 3 BD. stuff generally) 6 oz. 
Flour .. Butter 


5 oz. : 24 oz 
(Probably only oz. butter will be allotted.) 


But apparently not even these meagre rations are 
distributed. chief meals often consist of soup, 
mainly vegetable, twice a day. Fora whole week 
the two soup-meals a day were all the Jews in ‘the 
Krankenhaus received. 

There is supposed to be a Rabbi in Frankfurt 
representing Jewish interests, ‘but so far the people 
in the hospital have not derived any benefit from 
his activities. 

It is difficult to define exactly who is to blame for 
the parlous position of the Jews in Frankfurt. k 
does not seem to be the fault of the Oberbiirger- 
meister, nor of the Frankfurt administration gener- 
ally, nor of the U.S.A. authorities. But there 
certainly should be someone to take a deeper interest 
in these unfortunate remnants of European Jewry. 
Frankfurt Jews who were fortunate cnough to 
escape from Nazi oppression might’ well consider 
what they could do for the survivors in their former 


home. 
“We are Starving ”

what kept him alive in that Nazi hell, he agge 2

“JOINT” SAVES 445 D.P.s 


Prompt intervention by the Joint. Distribution 
Committee of America has saved 445 Jewish dis- 
placed persons who illegally entered Belgium from 
being deported to 

The refugees had been lodged in camps by the 
army and had been informed that they were to 
be returned to Germany withir a few days. The 
authorities, however, agreed to hand these persons 
over to the Joint Distribution Commitiee, which 
gave a guaranitce to support them. 

The “ Joint’ representatives were given 48 hours 


to evacuate the camps and. despite the great diffi- 


culties presented by the acute housing shortage, 
managed to place a number of refugees in the 
Hachshara centre of Rattendahl and another large 
rou in a chateau at Tournai, Beds were availabie 

or the women only but not for the men. Smaller 
groups were housed in Charleroi, Ghent, Antwerp, 
and Brussels. 

The Jewish Agency is. providing certificates for 
250 of the refugees for whom transport to Palestine 
is being arranged for August 15, as it is feared 
that their presence may jeopardise the position of 
another 1,200 displaced persons who entered 
Belgium illegally. 


PRISON FOR MURDERING JEWS 


The special court set up in Rumania to try war 
criminals has passed sentence on 14 persons accused 
of murdering or handing over to the Germans for 
execution Jews who had been deported to the 
towns of Mostovoy and Berezovka in Trans- 
nistria. 

Nine of the accused were condemned to penal 

servitude for life, two to 25 years’ hard labour 
each, and three to terms ranging from 10 to 12 

ears. 

: A decree law for the _ restoration of Jewish 
property has been issued by the Rumanian Ministry 
of Justice. 

Under the decree, landed property, houses, 
factories, and shops taken from Jews after August, 
1940, are to be returned to the lawful owners. ‘This 
applies both to properties forcibly transferred to 
non-Jews by compelling the owners to sign deeds 
of sale under threat of arrest or deportation, and 
to “ voluntary “” transfers effected in order to 
camouflage Jewish ownership of businesses and 
landed properties. 


Regulations concerning the emigration of Jews 
to Palestine have been issued by the Bulgarian 
Ministry of the Interior. Before an exit permit 
is. granted the prospective emigrant has to sign 


a declaration that he has no family obligations in

HEROIC HISTORIAN 


Dr. Emanuel Ringelblum was one of the younger 
Jewish historians of Poland. He wrote “ A History 
of the Warsaw Jews and Their Participation in 
the Kosciuszko Uprising.” He was editor of an 
economics periodical and one of the founders S 
the Jewish Union of Culture. In the ghetto, he 

the underground cultural organisation. 

Despite the appalling conditions under the Nazi 
terror, he kept up his scientific work, He organised 
underground archives for documents on rman 
atrocities 

During the revoh, he was entrusted with the 
job of getting assistance, ‘He was thus outside the 
ghetto when the uprising was suppressed. 

Afterwards, like thousands of other Jews, he was 
forced to live in hiding. His wife and son were 

His hide-out was in Groecski Sareet in the 
home of Wolsky, a Pole, who had a large veectable 
garden next to the house. The doctor and 30 other 
people lived in a large camouflaged cave fitted with 
electric light and running water. The Underground 
Committee for Aid to Jews provided funds for the 
maintenance of these Jews. and Wolsky and some 
other progressive Poles supplied them with essen- 
tials. In this cave Ringelblum continued his work. 
He drew up lists of Jews who died in Warsaw 
and sent the lists abroad: he also wrote the history 
of the Warsaw ghetto and of the uprising. 

Ringelblum and the others were betrayed in 
the autumn of 1943 by a midwife who turned out 
to be a traitress: The grounds were surrounded by 
S.S. men who used bloodhounds to discover the 
entrance to the cave. All the people there, 
including Ringelblum and Wolsky, were killed. -

see it—an objective which | believe is attainable 
if our own Government and the. Governments of 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union will exercise 
their good will. I believe it to be an elementary 
dictate of human decency that we must not prolong 
for one more day the suffering of surviving Hebrews 
in Europe. 

“ We believe, therefore, that Allied Control Com- 
missions in Europe ought to recognise the Hebrew 
national status and permit every so-called State- 
less Jewish displaced person, or every Axis-Jcwish 
national, the elementary right of self-determina- 
tion.. The following steps should be taken: . 

“ (1) All Hebrews are to be freed from their. Axis 
concentration camps im which hundreds of 
thousands of them are still detained. 

“(2) A commission composed of those Hebrews 
should be recognised by the Occupying Authorities 
and be charged by them with the handling and 
representation all Hebrew affairs. 

43) Unrra should immediately extend its reiief 
operations to Balkan countrics where hundreds ef 
thousands of Hebrews, in Rumania and Hungary 
particularly, are starving and destitute and have, 
to date, net received one ounce of Unrra aid, 

“ (4) Hebrew representatives should be added to 
the United Nations War. Crimes Commission, in 
order to secure the prosecution and trial of the tens 
of thousands of known criminals who have partici- 
pated in, and carried out the wholesale slaughter 
of, some. 5,000,000 Hebrews, and who are to-day at 
large with little prospect ‘of being prosecuted. 

*(5) The Reparations Commission in Moscow 
should consider the claims and rights of surviving 
Hebrews,. and should also include in the repara- 
tions to be given to the United Nations compensa- 
tion for the losses suffered by the Hebrew people. 


Chaos in Europe 


“ These are the emergency measures necessary 


‘in view of the destruction and chaos in present- 


day Europe, in which ever a million Hebrews find 
themselves without status, without national or lega! 
protection, and without representatives to take 
action on their behalf. 

“ What is of even greater importance 1s that the 
following steps which we believe to be essential 
for the commencement of a solution of the entire 
problem be taken: 

“ (1) The British Government should proclaim 
the right of every Hebrew in Europe to apply to 
‘the nearest British Consulate and to receive his first 
papers of Palestinian citizenship. 

“(2) An Anglo-American-Russian Commission 
should be set up immediately and be given adequate 
powers to effectuate repatriation in the speediest 
manner of all such applicants to Palestine. 

“Now that a new Government has come to 
power in Great Britain, which is publicly and 
officially committed to the abrogation of the 
Chamberlain White Paper, under which Palestine 
is administered, Britain's sin of having kept 
Palestine closed to the martyred Hebrews of Europe 
at a time of their greatest ordeal should be im- 
mediately ended. Similarly the new Government 
must annul immediately the discriminatory laws 
against Hebrews in Palestine that were the product 
of the Munich and Nuremberg eras. 

“To the surviving Hebrews of Europe—and I 
hope my word reaches them—I want to say, * Do 
not despair. Do not believe the world is all dark- 
ness. Humanity is not dead, and the human soul 
is not all base. The people of this land, engaged 
as they are in a desperate and bloody struggle 
against the remaining Axis tyranny, are coming 
to. your aid. Your emissaries and servants of the 
Hebrew Committee of National Liberation here 
have not faliered in their task of raising their voice 
in your behalf.’

RALEIGH’S CONTRIBUTION TO ROAD SAFETY

THE Zionist Conference which assembled in London last 
week and is not likely to conclude its deliberations until 
next, has proved, as anticipated in these columns, more an 
occasion for letting off steam than for anything in. the 
riature of methodical discussion and decision. This was 
to be expected, if only for the reason that it had no formal 
programme of an) tind and did not work to, agendas. It 
would indeed have been pointless to attempt to work to a 
programme for a gathering whose resolutions could not be 
binding on the movement; and. secing that the principal 
purpose was to ventilate Zionist opinion by the ireest dis- 
cussion it was perhaps as well, The gathering, it must 
be repeated, was not a Congress, and any resolutions that 
may eventually be accepted will therefore reflect only the 
views of the majority of those who happen to be present 
ai their adoption—though they ought to give a useful indica- 
tion, together with the views expressed in the speeches, 
of Zionist opinion at the moment. 

Inevitably, the proceedings have been dominated by the 
unexpected victory of the Labour. Party in the recent 
elections, a party which has been committed unequivocally 
both to the cancellation of the White Paper and to facilita- 
ting the maximum of Jewish immigration and settlement 
in Palestine. As a result of this unexpected turn of events 
the Zionist Executive was relieved of a good deal of the 
critical opposition which its conduct of affairs during the 
war vears had evoked. The meeting, especially the 
American element-«the strongest in point of both quality 
and quantity—clearly felt. that the adyent of a Labour 


. Government had created a refreshingly new and important 


situation, so different, in fact, that the people who had failed 
most markedly in their handling of Zionist affairs with the 
late British Government might easily do better with the new 
one. This, no doubt, led many to refrain from digging up 
the past, though it was clear from the speeches that the 
Executive, who had earlier on prepared for different cucum- 
stances, were armed cap-a-pie with explanations, uf not 
excuses, for their stewardship. While such apologias were 
not, as it happened, in much requirement, odd traces of the 
fact that “ circumstances had altered the address”. weré to 
be found, for example. in the embarrassing Uncertainty as to 
whether the Conference was public. or private, and m 
curious exercises by Mr. SHERTOK in censorship discretion. 
Consciousness of the new situation was plainly manifest 
in Dr. WeIZMANN’S expressed adherence to his go-slow 
Zionist policy, and his advice not to embarrass the Govern- 
ment by hasty and importunate. demands for the imple- 
mentation of its pledges (which, if the Zionist leader had 
been a cynic, he might have politely recalled were given 
when the election result was not clear). The dissent from this 
attitude was led by Rappi Sirver (with Mr. BEN-GURION’'S 
support) in a powerful and masterly speech, which proved 
him not only the greatest orator in the Zionist ranks, but 
a man who, despite, or perhaps because of, his rugged out- 
spokenness, shows himself possessed of the courage and 
seliiess sense of duty of a great leader for a great crisis. 
Most of his remarks must have fallen harshly upon those 
of tis hearers accustomed to the comforting doses: of 
optimism Which have been handed out from. official quarters 
alter every serious Zionist defeat too obvious to pass off 
as “a victory in disguise.” They probably had confidently 
assumed that, with the arrival of Labour in power, their 
cause Was as good as won, and all was over except the shout- 
ing--and, of course, the inevitable and invaluable collec- 
tion It must have come as a shock to hear from Dr. 
Wri7MANN and Mr. Ben-Gurion the unarguable truth that 


the clection figures were a victory forthe Labour-Party and - 


not for Zionism, and to listen to Dr, Si-ver’s disillusioning 
references to the attitude of the State Department -in

Nevertheless, the whole tone. of Rabbi Silver's ringing 
speech could not fail, in the end, to have produced a bracing 
und tonic eflect upon Zionists who heard it and indeed upon 
those who read it, even though some of the members. mav 
have differed from it on this or that point. It was frank. free 
from hesitations, and marked by a realism almost blistering 
m its forthrightness. He castigated the instability of Zionist

resistance if Jews found all the doors barred against them. 
Such a possibility is, we all must devoutly pray, remote. 
But would it not be misleading and dangerous to encourage 
the supposition that if the Arabs attempted to exterminate 
the 600,000 Jews of Palestine or to “ throw them into the 
Mediterranean "—something of that kind was once actually 
planned—that in that case the Yishuv would not act like any 
self-respecting people in similar circumstances? — Did the 
Maquis in France, the resistance bands in Russia, Yugo- 
slavia, Greece, Belgium, and Holland lie down tamely and 
allow themselves to be slaughtered? On the contrary, the 
Allies helped them in their defensive battle, and if the 
Yishuv refrained from fighting they would not only forfeit 
their own and our self-respect, but richly earn the con- 
tempt of the whole world, and it would be good-bye for 


ever to the Zionist dream. 


While Dr. Siuver’s reference to the ultima ratio for the 
defence of a Jewish Palestine was a wholesome reminder of 
the grim responsibilities in Zionist policy, it 1s also right 
to point out that he emphasised the importance of other 
and far more powerful weapons—the appeal to the moral 
strength of the peoples of the world, and in particular a 
vigorous political fight, if necessary, to ensure that political 
pledges, given by no matter what party, are honourably 
fulfilled. The idea that one Party alone in this country 1s 
committed to the Jewish cause, that one alone could be 
looked to to support it, was rightly scouted by RABBI SILVER, 
who called for determined opposition to any administration 
that proved lukewarm and dilatory. Some eyebrows may 
be raised at this suggestion. But there is surely some sub- 
stance in the argument that such opposition, far from being 
disloyal, is the very reverse. For to side-track the Zionist 
Movement is to keep alive a running sore in the world, and 
at the same time to lend sanction to the practice of pledge- 
breaking which has been the precursor of wars and 
humanity's blackest curse—a calamitous cursethrough which 
Britain, like so many other nations, has bled and suffered. 

As far as can be seen at this stage of the Conference, the 
principal lines along which difference of political opinion 
has revealed itself have been the alternatives of Dr. WeIz- 
MANN’S policy of gentle and cautious and unhurried 
diplomatic approach to the Government, and Dr. SILVER’S 
insistence that we should go to the Government here and 
now and bluntly set forth what we want—our aims, our 
whole aims and nothing but our aims. Since the Labour 
Party has so frankly and unequivocally pledged itself to 
abolish the White Paper and to permit free Jewish immigra- 
tion and settlement, it would seem to be no less ungracious 
than absurd to reward the members of the Government 
with less frankness, with less absence of reserve and of 
ambiguity, in our approach. It would be neither good 
manners nor good policy, It might well set the direction 
for a fatal whittling down of the pre-election Labour pledge. 
The Government are well aware of the ultimate Zionist 
goal of Jewish Statehood. They are well aware of the 
colossal Jewish losses in this War. And, as is obvious from 
their pledge, they know that the only hope of achieving 
Arab-Jewish understanding in Palestine is a firm and just 
and unwavering stand by Great Britain, in which she will 
have the backing of the United States and certainly no 
opposition from Russia.. In such conditions. for us:on our 
side to behave as though the whole thing were not an 
urgent matter of life and death for us .but merely a 
cherished preference, is to throw the Government right into 
the hands of the pro-Arab mischief-makers in this country 
and to invite .the. relegation of our case to the Greek 
Kalends. Fate is beckonjng to us now. If, through timidity, 
Or misjudgment, or through an unpractical love of being 
too clever to take the straight and obvious course, we fail 
to follow its invitation with all the energy and resources 
at our command, we may have to wait a long, long time 


before its hand is-raised favourably again in our direction. 


We must not forget that with politicians, as with generals, 
defeat can become’ a habit as well as success. France 
learnt that grim lesson in 1940. There are masters of 
advance and masters of retreat—only in outstanding genius 
are the two qualities combined. Lf now, at the critica} hour, 
our leaders talk defeat and delay, when shall we ever 
sr Be ) How shall we ever persuade the British public 
and the British Government that we are a practical and 
realistic people in deadly earnest if, after all we have 
suffered and all we have professed, we appear to be shirk- 
ing responsibility of the materialisation of our —much- 
trumpeted hopes? Had the election gone differently our 
political direction would not have been so clear. As it is 
and in the light of all that has been said and shouted and 
preached, to back out at this stage would be to write 
ourselves off as a people broken beyond repair. ) 
Dr. WEIZMANN, in his opening speech to the Conference, 
paid a glowing tribute to Mr. CHURCHILL'S olt-proved 
iriendship to the Jewish people. There can hardly be a 
man of woman among us who does not join in_ that 
expression of gratitude, for Jews are nothing if not a grate- 
ful people. But RaBpi Si-ver contributed one counsel to the 
Conference that was above all price. It was that the fate 
of Jewry rests, in the last resort, in its own hands and not 
in those of any sympathetic individual or group. If it is clear 
in its Own mind about the purpose it sets itself. stead- 
fastly pursues it, never abandons hope, and is competently 
led, then its demand to the world-conscience that a people 
which has just suffered the toll of five million lives should 
at long last be given the security it craves in common with 


the rest of. the nations.. will be granted—sooner father 
than later. 


“THE GREATEST SCIENTIFIC GAMBLE ” 


Tue production of the first atomic bomb has rightly arresied 
the attention of the world—*“ startled it” would perhaps be 
the more appropriate expression, Suddenly “ the basic power 
of the universe has been harnessed” to human purposes, |; 
is an event upon which the imagination fastens with mingled 
fear and hope. Five hundred million pounds were spen: 
upon the dread new device. It was, in Mr. Truman's words, 
the greatest scientific gamble in history, Never*heless the 
risks were accepted, and, as Mr. Churchill has said, by God’; 
mercy, British and American science outpaced all German 
efforts along the same lines. The end in view was purely 
hilitary, the shortening of the war. But what is to happen 
thereafter? This is the question which the millions of ordinary 
folk are asking. Will the latest conquest of the forces of 
nature mark the beginning of a beneficent chapter in the 
chequered human story? Will it rid the world of the grisly 
and recurring spectre of war? 


WHAT NEXT ? 


AcCORDING to the American War Secretary, the necessities 
of war have so far precluded the full exploration of the peace- 
time application of the new discovery. Yet, to that ultimate 
purpose countless minds turn wistfully, aching to learn whether 
for once in a way a tragic lesson of history is to be reversed, 
and instead of a monumental victory of science being turned into 
an engine of slaughter, a weapon forged for slaughter is to he 
ennobled as a means to peaceful human progress, of greater 
human health and wealth, and of vastly increased happiness. 
The answer hangs largely upon the reality of the world’s wil! 
to peace—in other words, upon the degree of spiritual 
ascendancy to be exercised. in its counsels and conduct. Bui if. 
that fails, at least fear may accomplish what higher sentiments 
may not achieve. The scientists’ triumph must now have 
killed any 
nations, After the advent of t..e atomic bomb few nations. 
if any, will hunger ‘for war and all may well draw togethe: 
for protection against its terrors, realising at last that it is 
their common future on earth that is at stake, that the Jewish 
teaching of the brotherhood of man is in very sooth the sole 
condition of their survival, and that man is most truly his 
brother's keeper. Under that dispensation, paper organisations 
for peace may take on an actuality and determination hitherto 
tragically unknown. Already we-hear that even more powerfu! 
forms of the atomic bomb are being developed, and of ‘this 
awesome device being only one of several new weapons in the 
making. Well may it be that, as has been said, the present 
is humanity's last chance. The late Prime Minister. in his 
memorable. statement, has reinforced that warning: ~*~ This 
revelation of the secrets of nature, long mercifully withheld 
from man, should arouse the most solemn reflections in the 
mind and conscience of every human being capable of com- 
prehension. We must. indeed pray that these awful agencies 
will be made to conduce to peace among the nations, and 
that instead of wreaking measureless havoc upon the entire 
globe, they may become a_ perennial fountain of world 
pr@sperity.” 


JEWISH SCIENTISTS’ SHARE 


‘“ The principle, discovered by a German Jewish woman 
mathematician, Lize Meitner,” said Mr. Stimson, the American 
War Secretary, “ provided the starting point for the develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb in both Germany and Allied 
countries.” Meitner was a refugee, forced to flee from that 
stupid country soon after she made her discovery. The German 
scientists got to work on it—but were beaten in the race 
by the Allies. The Allied technical committee for this pur- 
pose was composed of the scientists who were directing the 
different sections of the work and some others. Among them 
sat Professor Peierls and Dr. Simon, the Chairman being Mr. 
W. A. Akers, specially released by that ‘bugbear of some 
politicians, Imperial Chemical. Industries.. Both Professor 
Peierls and Dr. Simon were German Jewish refugees. Mr. 
Stimson paid a special tribute to Dr. Robert Oppenheimer. 
the director of the experimental laboratory near New Mexico: 
His genius and inspiration,” he said, “ was largely responsible 
for the development of the bomb.” When one considers 
these. coniributions from Jewish brains to this epoch- 
making discovery, how very very stupid were the Nazis to 
make a present to their enemies‘ of these first-class Jewish 
“scientists:. And what is to be said of the sour and surly critics 
of the refugees in this country who can think of these brilliant 
and other refugees only as. black market profiteers and trade 
or professional rivals! Recently the MEDICAL was 
screaming that “something ought speedily to be done to get rid 
of the many foreign doctors now infiltrating into the medica! 
profession . . . It is time this was stopped,” it said, “ and it is 
high time that our own doctors returned from doing sanitary 
work all over Europe while their practices are stolen ) 
members of those races they are helping.” Something seems 
to have gone wrong with the British mentality of the antr 
refugee elements. Or is it that, like so many others, they 
are very ignorant of the facts or forget—a serious condition 
“in those attached to a quasi-scientific profession, Have they 
ever heard what Britain has owed in the past to the refugees 
of all kinds whom she sheltered? It is true. of course, that 
the truth deserves a litthe more publicity than it has received 
-~as much, shall we say, as the latest anti-Jewish screed of 
some writer of fiction.

to the Congregation. The resolution also recom- 
mended a pension of £500 a year 

Iributes to Mr. de Mesquita were pan’ by Mr 
Pinto, Mr. Joseph N. Nabarro, and the President. 

In a statement on the affairs of the Ramsgate 
Synagogue and. College, Mr. Charles Sebag-Monic-

The first Mizrachi Regional Conference, held

Federation for Great Britain and Ireland, spoke on 
the Jewish claim to Eretz Yisrael ’ 

At a public meeting at Cheetham Public Hall, 
opened by Dr. Altmann, Rabbi Unterman 
denounced those who to-day sat back in their arm- 
chairs, ‘without actively helping the rescue work of 
children from Europe: Rabbi K. Rosen, of 
Glasgow, accused the general body of Zionists in 
this country of indifference toward traditional and 
religious values, and appealed to the audience to 
strengthen the ranks of Mizrachi.

REFUGEE SOLDIERS IN THE B.N.A. ARMY 


Would it be possible to evoke the imtercst of an MP. 
in the unfortunate and helpless state of the refugee 
soldiers of the British North African Army? Most of 
ws are Jews, We joined the British Army after the 
North African landing. most of us having previously 
served in the French Foreign Legion since October, 1939. 
After the fall of France we-were interned by the Vichy 
Government. Since December, 1939, I have not had any 
leave. We are not allowed leave to the United Kingdom 
because we were not resident there before the war. . My 
only surviving relatives. however; are at present in Britain. 
I have the Africa Star 1939 and the Italy Star. We 
have not yet been told our release group nor when we 
will be released. We were told that there was a promise 
given that we would not be sent back to North Africa if 
we did not wish to go there We have given six years 
of service and some of our men. have been in all. the 
battic zones, some dicd at Armhem others ‘lost their 
lives with the paratroops and commandos in Greece. — 1!

HELPING THE EX-SERVICEMAN 


The Federation of Jewish Youth Socictics is concerned 
to help the swift and smooth reintegration of Jews 
returning from the Forces. ‘It is anxious that nothing 
should be iIcft undone to secure their return into com- 
munal life and activity. Through is affiliated societies the 
Federation will give every assistance to bridge the gancaused 
by the absence of these Jews from communallife. Rcintegra- 
tion into communal youth life is being undertaken in many 
ways including the offer of free membership for a period 
to men and women returning from the Forces, and the 
provision of adequate representation for them on com- 
mittees. We are also anxious to assist these people to 
obtain suitable employment on their return to civilian 
life. They have had years of separation from their old 
life and work. They may not desire to return to their 
former jobs. The problem of re-cmployment gcncraily is 
being supervised by the Ministry of Labour, but for Jews 
there are special probicms. For ecxampic, Sabbath 
observance and time off for lewish Holy-days. These 
men and women will need vocational guidance and advice 
on the many current restrictions and regulations which 
have been imposed during their absence. The Federation 
has already drawn up plans for a warm welcome home for 
new releases from the Forces. lt secks fromthe Jewish Army 
Chaplains or by means of individual letters to servicemen 
themscives, the names and addresscs of men and women 
shortly to be released. National, regional, and local welfare 
officers have been appointed. Our plans include the setting 
up nationally, regionally, and locally, of committecs for 
this work, representative of all interested organisations. 
These committees will try to introduce those wishing for 
employment to the vacancies of the kind they are secking. 
We ask that the sacrifices of owe brothers and sisters in 
the Forces be recognised and that cvery cflort be made 
to reinstate them in communal, social, and commercial 
life with the minimum of delay. We desire the closest 
co-operation between our Federation and all interested 
Organisations, ¢.2.. the T.A.C., the Jewish section of the 
British Legion, and locally with local Jewish Representa- 
tive Councils, so that all plans can be co-ordinated, and 
the maximum assistance given to returning Forces.—Me.

UBITUARY 


DR. MANFRED NATHAN, K.C. 


The death occurred in JohanneMBurg recently, 
of Dr. Manfred Maier Nathan, K.C., former Vice- 
President of the South African Zionist Federation, 
President of the Jewish Guild and of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies for Transvaal and Natal. 

Dr. Nathan was one of South Africa's most pro- 
lific jJewal writers. His works included volumes on 
workmen's compensation, company law and the 
gold law. He also wrote on South African Iitera- 
ture. Empire Government, and “ The Voortrekkers 
of South Africa.” 

He was formerly President of the Income Tax 


Appea! Court and a member of the General Coun-' 


cil of the South African Bar and the Johannesburg 
Town Council, and Acting Judge of the South 
Africa Supreme Court. 


Mr. JOSEPH HURWITZ (Belfast), aged 50, was 
a popular Synagogal and educational worker. Soon 
after he arrived in Belfast from abroad he helped 
to found the Talmudical Study Circle, which has 
met daily for half-a-century under his tutorship. 
He served as President of the Congregation and of 
the Hebrew Schools for a number of years, and 
also -presided over the Hebrew Burial : 
Rabbi J. Shachter writes, in the course of a tribute, 
“ He belonged to the old schoo! of strict Orthodoxy 
in belief and in practice, but he knew no intolerance 
to the views of others. He thus won the esteem 
Similarly all 
his fellow otizens of our great city who knew him, 
irrespective of creed, revered him greatly. His 
great work for the community is.carfied on by his 
only son. Mr. B. H. Hurwitz. President of the Con- 
gregation.

HOME. SECTION 


Women in Post- 
War Society 


E of the problems which will early need 
CP soistion is that of the ition of woman in the 
-war society. women who are 
returning from the Forces and those who will cease 
to work in war srungency ess present an even 
greater problem than do the men. ‘ 

There is no reliable gauge to the feelings or 
inclinations of women who have heid posts of 
responsibility. It is said by some that a great 
reaction will, set in, driving such women back into 
domestic life and a sort of satisfied dependence upon 
menfolk. Others declare that the women who have 
themselves undertaken responsibility and hardship 
and exercised their judgment in critical and 
dangerous situations will never again willingly submit 
to an inferior male overlord, any more than they 
will choose to remain economically dependent. 

But the women in the Services, many of them with 
a sense of grievance because men less well equipped 
and far less efficient than themselves have snapped 
up the good jobs, will come back to civil life with 
a completely new focus on problems. They will, 
in the light of their experience, mistrust the 
supposed superiority of their male co-workers. 

Many of the women who have lectured and 
entertained factory workers know only too well that 
these young women are even more alive to any form 
of male humbug about superiority. 

Then there is the wife of the man wy hey long 
years abroad in one of the services. She has had to 
assume. all the responsibility of maintaining and 
running a home, and bringing up children, under 
the most difficult and depressing conditions. She 


has carried on with determination and with grit, but — 


never again will she believe the poppycock about 
man being the physical protector of his woman and 
his home. She, too, when her household is once 
more united, will need a reorientation of mind. She 
will no longer be content to be excluded from 
financial problems or be relegated to the position of 
meek acquiescence in everything that her husband 
may rightly or wrongly‘ undertake. 


Collective Settlements’ Example 


For these reasons there 1s considerable interest in 
the observations recently made at a Zionist “ at 
home by a woman who has proved herself not 
only a match for men in a sphere hitherto believed 
to be exclusively masculine but also an expert of a 
very high order in the realm-of engineering, in which 
she graduated. Miss Caroline Haslett, C.B.E., has 
been to Palestine, visiting there the collective settle- 
ments, and she has formed very definite views about 
what has ‘been achieved there. She said that one 
particular thing struck her, and that was that the 
problem of a woman™and her career, which she 
finds exercises the minds of men and women who 
will soon be demobilised from the Forces, has been 
successfully and admirably solved by the collective 
settlements, and that not as a flash in the pan, of 
first pioneering enthusiasm, but as a. definite prin- 
ciple which has survived three generations. 

In those settlements, she said, there was never 
a question of whether a woman was to work outside 
her home or not. She was expected to do so, just 
as the men were expected to do so, and the most 
adequate and happy arrangements were made fo 
both men and women to enjoy freedom from 
domestic ties. The care of the children had been 
almost the first concern of these settlements. and the 


‘system of setting up créches and nurseries for them 


had obtained from the very start of the experiment. 

If we brush aside such comments with some silly 
and true remark about a woman's place being in 
the home and a child's at her mother’s knee. we shall 
encounter as big a shock im the domestic and social 
hfe of the world as we have in the political. world. 
One of the most insistent demands that post-war 
women are going to make is that children be accom- 
modated both in holiday time and during their 
parents’ working days in. properly organised and 
planned centres.. This dées not mean. that the 
parental ties will be weakened. or that children will 
grow up without the love and affection of thei 
mothers. On the contrary, a mother who returns 
from an absorbing task.and on-her wavy home col- 
lects her child who has spent an equally absorbing 
day in properly designed children’s activities. will 
enjoy that child’s society during the bath. and 
pulting-to-bed ceremonials a thousand times more

The two big financial daily newspapers, the 
FINANCIAL News and the Financiat Times, have. 
it is announced, been amalgamated. The founde, 
of the former paper was Mr. Harry H. Marks, who 
was born in 1855 and was the son of the Rev. 
Professor D. W. Marks, Senior Minister of the 
West London Synagogue, Upper Berkeley Stree:. 
For some time he was engaged in journalism in 
the United States, but on his return to England 
he founded the Financia News. Interested in

MORAL LEADERSHIP COURSE ABROAD 


I hear very good accounts of the Moral Leader- 
ship courses being held. for members of the Forces 
in this country, and it has been interesting for 
sake to get a report on one in 
Palestine from Flight Lieutenant Philip Smulian.

LATEST SONCINO 

Worth heralding, as one more pillar wm the 
edifice of Jewish learning that 1s being built up by 
Anglo-Jewry.

“I should like to impart a little experience to 
my friends in Great Britain. Do not delay because 
of this new change 6f Government! Do not antici- 
pate the excuses which the new Government may 
make. Let them make the excuses. You keep on 
pressing. If the thing was a matter of urgency 
under the Churchill regime, it is equally a matter 
of urgency under the Attlee regime. The abolition 
of the White Paper should be one of the first acts 
of the Labour Government—not one of the last. 
The cause of a people which has lost six million 
lives in the war, which sent a million fighting men 
to the battle-fronts of the United Nations, is not 
an msignificant cause which can wait until all other 
international problems are disposed of.” 

He hoped, Dr. Silver continued, that the new 
Government would “follow through” with the 
Labour Party's pledge. He hoped that a bright 
new chapter for their cause would begin. “ But if 
not, then you, my good friends in Great Britain, 
must be prepared to do what we in the U.S. must 
be prepared to do—to throw cverything we have in 
wo peg and to fight the Governments for our 
rights.” 

Dr. Silver recalled with approval Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s statement that revealed a balance between 
his Labour Party and his Zionist loyalty. Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’ had declared he would give this Govern- 
ment sufficient time to declare a new policy—that 
was only right and gh of Failing that, he was 
prepared to take up whatever weapons might be 
forced upon us against this Government, to defend 
our rights in Palestine. “1 wish some of our 
friends in the U.S. possessed this same sense of 
sound political judgment and did not confuse their 
loyalty to a political party with the commitments 


to Zionism. 


Oppose Wrong Governmental Policies 


“It is a mistake to assume that America has 
maintained officially a negative or indifferent atti- 
tude towards our movement because it has abjectly 
or supinely followed the policy of Great Britain. 


Our State Department may be pursuing an indepen- 


dent policy because of what it wrongly regards as 
American interests in the Near East. For the sake 
of American commercial interests, for the sake of 
oil, it may sacrifice us. We shall have to fight 
our Government if that turns out to be the case. 
It may involve us in difficulties, Such a course may 
involve you in difficulties. But why are we mor 
privileged than the Jews of Oswiecim? Why have 
we the right to escape grave risks, for the sake of 
the surviving remnanteof our people and for the 
sake of the future of our people? It does not 
mean subordinating our British or American 
loyalties to our Jewish loyalues. No, by opposing 
wrong governmenial policies which sacrifice our 
viiai rights accepted and acknowledged by them in 
the past we shall help to save the honour of America 
and of Great Britain. . . . 

“ We are living in a hard ang brutal world. The 
gentle, patient, and personal diplomatic approach 
of yestetday is not entirely adequate for our days. 
If we speak too softly our voices are likely to be 
drowned in the cacophony of the world to-day. 


Sometimes it is the height of statesmanship to be’ 


unstatesmanlike. We have nothing to lose now but 


‘our illusions. We must throw everything we haye 


from here on in the balance for the final hour and 
ihe final decision. Unless we can get America to 
speik; unless we can get the people of Great 


. Britain. to speak; unless we can get men of good- 


will, our friends, our Christian friends every- 
where, to speak; unless we can organi# a mighty 
— of voices: demanding justice for us, we are

Do you 
think that the Jews of Palestine will reconcile them- 
selves to a ghetto life in Eretz Yisrael? 

* But my dear friend Ben-Gurion, if you 
believe that we may have some day to come to such 
a desperate decision, how are you preparing our 
people for it, the Jews of Palestine and the Jews of 
the world? A people is prepared for resistance by 
being told the hard cruel facts of frustration and 
betrayal, by sustaining a sense of wrong and outrage 
which may vent itself’ at 4ast in stubborn resistance 
to unjust circumstances. But if, every few wecks or 
months, there emanates from Jerusalem to London, 
from the mouths of our chosen ‘eade-s, reassurances 
that all is well, that we dre sure to have a Jewish 
State in two or three or four years, that it is only a 
little while longer—you simply make those who 
speak of resistance seem like irresponsible fanatics. 

is periodic optimism which is based on nothing, 

this fluctuation, has a tendency to confuse the think- 
ing of our people. I appeal to our leaders to treat 
the Jewish people as adults and to tell them: the 
truth always, and to keep them rightly informed. 
Even this select body assembled here was not treated 
as adults in the reports which were given. We are 
mature not only for solicitations for tunds. We are 
politically mature. I suggest that you take us into 
‘our contidence. We do not want our thinking to 
e confused-by deft interpretations of a combina- 
tion of political negatives. Let statements emanat- 
ing from our leaders synthesise and synchronise. 
Above all let there be consistency. 


“Jewish State Idea Accepted 


i am happy that our Movement has finally 
veered round to a point where we are all, or nearly 
all, talking about a Jewish State. That was always 
classic Zionism as I understood it, the Zionism of 
Herzi, Nordau, and Pinsker. At some Congresses, 
however, in the past I began to feel confused. Some 
of our leaders spoke of the Jewish State as if it 
were some nebulous Endziel. Some treated tt as the 
Holy Name which must not be pronounced except 
on the rarest and most special occasions. But the 
concept. of State is the most commonplace and 
clementary concept among normal peoples! 

“ But I ask, are we gomg to stay put from now 
on? Or are we again, in moments of desperation, 
going to confuse Zionism with refugeeism, which ts 
likely to defeat Zionism?* In this fugitive hour of 
political Opportunity when the bell of history 1s 
tolling the final summons, what are we going to 
concentrate on—the Jewish State, or more certifi- 
cates? As I see it, our national tragedy—Mr. Ben- 
Gurion and other leaders agree with this—is the 
direct result of our national homelessness, our lack 
of national status, and this cannot be solved by 
another 100,000 Jews who may be admitted into 
Palestine. - It is along the line of statehood that our 
road should lie undevidtingly from now on as far 
as our official memoranda indicate. 

I am glad we are all agreed how on the question 
of partition. There were times when we were not 
so clear in our minds on that subject. But now that 
we are clear, are we going to stay put? Are we 
going to remain firm? Are we going to use every 
avenue of access to Governments to inform them 
that we cannot accept partition? Aré we going to 
tell them that we demand not the shadow of state- 
hodd but the substance of a viable State tn which 
millions of our people can live a normal life? 


An Example from Lincoln 


* I should like to close with these few words. The 
great emancipator of our country, Abraham Lincoln, 
once said: * We are not bound to succeed, we are 
bound to live up to what light we have; we are not 
bound to win, we are bound to be free.’ As 
i see it, our duty is to live up to what light we have, 
to give the world the benefit of our best pyudgment on 
our problem, which ts also a world problem, and to 
appeal to the world to give it the solution which we 
regard as the just and adequate onc. 

* The odds are against us. The odds have always 
been against us. They were against the Maccabeans, 
against the small Jewish communities in the Middle 
Ages struggling to survive in a hostile world, against 
the first Jewish pioneers. who went to drain the 
malarial marshes of the Emek. But if they sur- 
mounted these obstacles in the past, it was due to 
their faith and hope. This gaye them the invincible 
strength to go on. Our _ strength .to-day lies 
exactly in the same things—in our dreams, mn our 
courage, in knowing our own mind, in standing 
firm, and in mobilising every ounce of our moral 
and spiritual strength. 

“] think that with a clear aim, with firm deter- 
mination, with the utilisation of new men added to 
our present leadership, with the mobilisation of all 
men of goodwill—Jews and non-Jews—we may face 
the tasks of to-morrow with a measure of confidence 
that ultimately the great tragedy of our people wil! 
come to an end in a reborn people in a free land.” 


Unity Proposals that Were Ignored 


Mr. Grossman, at Friday morning's session, said 
he was compelled to review the recent past because 
otherwise they could hardly outline a new policy 
for the Zionist Organisation. He spoke of the first 
proposal. which the Jewish State Party had made 
to Dr. Weizmann a few hours after England had 
declared war on Germany. He saw Dr. Weizmann 
on the same day and proposed a four-point pro- 
gramme. The first point was a coalition, to mclude 
all Zionist groups, even those ‘who were qutside 
the Zionist Organisation and even, if possible, al! 
pro-Palestine Jewish groups, so as to symbolise 
Jewish unity and concentration of forces. 

The second point was the creation of a Jewish 
Army, not as a mere symbol, but as an instru- 
ment of Jewish policy. The third was the immediate 
establishment. of rescue centres. throughout the 


*world as a means of saving Jews who might be 


endangered, and their transfer to Palestine; and 
the fourth, the immediate establishment of a 
“ Ministry “of. Propaganda,” which was not the 
same, he added, as that of publicity offices for the 
lorification of individuals maintained by «the 
Fionist Movement. 

Nothing, continued Mr. Grossman, had come out 
of these proposals. No new people and no new 
forces had been brought into the Movement. 

He found the same picture in New York when

APPLES 
Apple Tart 


Peet. core, and chop finely 2 large cooking apples 
and mix with them 2 oz. chopped dates, | oz. sugar, 
and mixed spice and cinnamon to taste. Roll out 
} Ib. short crust, divide it into two, line an enamel 
plate or deep sandwich tin with one picce, spread 
over the apple mixture, sprinkle over a tablespoon- 
ful of water, cover with pasiry and bake in a 
moderate oven about 40 minutes. 

For apple and treacle tart. Heap up sliced 

es over the pastry and pouf over 2 tablespoon- 
fuls warmed syrup. Sprinkle with 4 tablespoonfuls 
fresh breadcrumbs, cover with pastry, and bake as 


above. 
Baked Apples 


Remove cores from some large cooking apples, 
put in a fireproof dish and fill cavities with chopped 
dates: mix 2 tablespoonfuls golden syrup with 4 
tablespoonfuls water and pour over the apples. 
Bake in a moderate oven till tender, basting 
occasionally. 


Sayoury Baked Apples 


Four large cooking apples, sausages 4 Ib.; small 
onion, chopped parsiey 2 teaspoonfuls. - Pec! the 
apples whole and remove the cores carefully. 

Skin the sausages, add grated onion and chopped 
parsley. Fill the apples with this mixture, pressing 
it down solidly, and allow a little of the mixture 
above the apples. Bake carefully ull the apples 
are just soft, but not broken. 

Serve with baked: tomatoes and thick gravy. 


Apple Charlotte 


SPRINKLE a greased shallow oven dish with bread- 
crumbs and pour in a pound or more of sweetencd 
stewed apple. Cover with a thick layer of crumbs, 
sprinkle with sugar, dot with margarine, and brown 
in a hot oven. 

Stewed plums (with the stones removed) can 
replace the apple, or a mixture of the two can 
be used, but very little of the fruit juice should be 


used 
Pudding 


Peet and core | Ib. cooking apples. Slice thinly 
and put in a greased oven dish; sprinkle with sugar 
and, if liked, a littl cinnamon. Spread over plain 
cake mixture: and bake in a moderate oven for 
about 5O mimutes. - 

Cake mixture. Sclf-raising flour, 5 oz.: 2 re- 
constituted eggs: fat, 2 oz.: sugar, 2 oz.; flavour- 
ing. Use margarine or cooking fat or a mixture of 
both and beat with the sugar tll creamy, add the 
reconstituted eggs, beat lightly and fold in the flour. 
Add a few drops. almond or lemon essence and mix 
thoroughly. The mixture should be a dropping con- 
sistency. If too stiff add a spoontul or two of milk 
or water,

is One.” 

This is not the first time in our history that Jews 
have had to hide in caves to saye their lives. One of 
the best-known instances is that of Mattathias and 
his son Judas Maccabeus, who hid in the caves and 
woods in Palestine and trained men to fight against 
the experienced Graeco-Syrian soldiers. Each year 
at Chanucah we recall this story of patient waiting 
and training while in hiding until the time -was ripe 
tor the Jews to attack the enemy, regain their beloved 
Temple, and once again offer sacrifices to God on 
the newly-erected altar. 

Perhaps you don’t remember Simeon ben Jochai 
so well. | told you about him on Lag B'Omer. which 
is the day of memorial to him. Simeon was one 
of the principal pupils of Akiba, and studied under 


him at Bene-Berak, until the revolt of Bar-Cochba._ 


The persecution of the Jews under Hadrian was 
hateful to this pious Jew, and once when he and 
other scholars were disputing over the matier of 
Roman rule in Palestine Rabbi Simeon said, ** What- 
ever improvements the Romans have made, they

have done for their own benefit only. They have 
made baths to cleanse themselves, bridges to take 


_ tolls, and markets for the purchase of slaves." His 
words were repeated to the Roman governor, who 


sentenced him to death, but Simeon sought fefuge in 
a cavern, where. he remained 13 years, until the 
Emperor Hadrian died. Simeon and his son, 
Eleazer. who was with him, lived on dates and on the 
fruit of the carob tree, and drank water from a 
fresh spring. Meanwhile the father taught the son 
all he could about the Torah. A pretty. legend I 
read Once said that Elijah visited the Rabbi and his 


son twice daily during the 13 years in their under- 


ground hiding-place and taught them the whole of 


‘the Torah, and that when the Jew-baiting Emperor 


was dead, Elijah informed Simeon ben Jochai, so 
that he could leave his hiding-place and be free again. 

Another Rabbi, Judah ben Baba, who also lived 
during the persecution under. Hadrian, carried on 
another underground movement. * At that. time, the 
Government forbade, among other things, the 
ordination’ of Rabbis, under pain of | severe 
penalties. But Judah ben Baba-nevertheless called 
together five (some say seven) men who had-studied 
and. were qualified to become Rabbis, took them to 
a secret hiding-place, and there duly ordained them. 
Unfortunately, he was discovered; apd he bade his 
discipies. flee to a safe place, while Re, too old and 
feeble to move, was slain by the Roman. soldiers, 
who hurled 300 javelins at his body. 

Have you read Grace Aguilar’s ‘Vale of Cedars 
If not, you should do so now during your holidays. 
It is a thrilling story of the Jewish underground 
movement in Spain in 1492, when the Jews were 
forced to live as though they were Christians, but 
im secret they maintained their Jewish life.

he arrived there at the end of 1940. There was 
hardly any political activity in Washington. 
American public opinion was not informed about 
Jewish objectives in this war, the Jewish Army idea 
was badly handled, and Zionism was still presented 
to the public as a semi-charitable movement for 
helping r brethren in Europe. 

Fhe itmore Conference producétd a _ slogan 
that was not converted into action. Only in 1943-44 
was there any appreciable change. Therefore, while 
it was true that objective circumstances were against 
them and that they had been weakened by develop- 
ments, a great share of the responsibility for their 
defeat and the present precarious state of affairs, 
as fully confirmed in the speeches of Dr. Weizmann 
and Mr. Ben-Gurion, fell on the Zionist leadership, 
which did not create the necessary conditions such 
as unity and a long-range programme. 

Whatever they intended to do and to whatever 
policy they might be forced, nothing effective could 
be done until unity was established in Zionism and 
in the Yishuvy. 

(it was by chance that I learned on Friday after- 
noon that it had been decided to allow the Jewish 
press after all to be present at all the future sessions.) 


Arrival of Polish Representatives 


There was a dramatic moment on Saturday 
night, for, after all, a Polish delegation of seven, 
headed by Dr, Emil Sommerstein, a former Deputy 
of the Polish Parliament, and now head of the 
Polish Jewish Committee had arrived in this 
country. by ‘plane. On Saturday night the delega- 
tion attended a meeting of the Federation of Zionist 
Socialist Parties, at which Mr. Ben-Gurion spoke. 
There were scenes of joy, which were. repeated 
on Sunday morning at the Conference, when the 
Polish representatives made their appearance at its 
plenary session. They were welcomed by Dr. Weiz- 
mann. 

One of the delegation is a girl, familiarly known 
as Chaika,”” who spoke at Saturday night's mect- 
ing. She said they had not come to tell them about 
their sufferings. There were now about 90,000 
Jews in Poland, and they hoped many would soon 
return from Russia. “ We have brought you a 
message,” she said, “that we are determined to 
continue the Zionist work in Poland. Our message 
is not a message. of despair, but one of life and 
hope.” 

She also said that they had nine kibbutzim in 
Poland and that there were remnants of the Jewish 
communities in many cities, mecluding Warsaw, 
Cracow, Lodz, and Czestochowa. 

Dr. S. Levenberg presided dver this. meeting. 

Dr. Weizmann, in welcoming the Polish repre- 
sentatives. on Sunday morning, said words were 
inadequate to describe what every .Jew and .every 
Zionist felt when he now came face to. face with 
a Polish Jew. He wished it had been possible for 
him to tell them that the doors of Palestine were 
open and that they could begin to organise this 


MONW, and bring them to Ere 
Yisrael, there to begin a new and happy life. By; 
they could not yet say this. But they could say 
that they Pol that the time was not far off 
when they would be able to begin the Aliya from 
Poland and the other countries where the Jew. 
had undergone such terrible sufferings and humilia- 
tron. 

“{ make no difference between the German: 
and the Nazis,’ said Dr. Weizmann. “ They are 
all directly and indirectly responsible for what ha: 
happened to the Jews and we will not forget i.” 

Br. Sommerstein spoke of what had happenc, 
to the Jews in Poland since 1939, “ and perhaps,” 
he added significantly, “ even now.” 

It had been a great Jewish centre of three-and-o- 
half million Jews. One spoke, he said, of those 
who had been killed But it was impossible to 
describe their sufferings before they met thei: 
death. There were no Jewish Kehillot any more. 
and all the other institutions had vanished, By: 
what was left to them and could not be take» 
away was their faith and belief that they would 
still form part of the great eternal People o! 
Israel. 

In view of the great and valiant part which Poli.) 
Jewry had played in fighting against the Nazis, the, 
had a right to demand a say in the makings of 
the New World, he urged, One thing they would 
never forget. and that was that those Jews who 
remained alive owed it to the Sovict Union and 
to the Red Army. 

The only path that lay before the Jewish people 
was that of the establishment. of a Jewish State in 
Eretz Yisrael and the rebuilding of the Jewish 
nation.

Among those who spoke on Monday morning 
were two representatives from the Jewish Brigade, 
one of whom said the Brigade wanted to go to 
Germany. 

He referred in bitter terms to the ban that had 
been removed on fraternisation after only three 
months. “ But,” declared amid applause, “ if 
the Brigade goes to We shall we shall not be friendly 
to the Germans, We shail not forget the Jewish 
blood that has been shed.” 

Mr. Leo Gellman (President of the Mizrachi in 
America) said that every member of the Executive 
seemed to have a policy of his own. 

The Rector of the Hebrew A lig (Dr, J. L. 
Magnes), complained Mr. Gellman, had written 
leuers to the New York Times which provided 
their enemies with armour and encouragement, yet 
their leaders had done nothing to counteract those 
setters.

Italian and Greek 


Among those who spoke in the debate on Mon- 
day afternoon was Dr. Carlo Viterbo, of Italy, 
who said the Italian Zionist Federation had sub- 
mitted a memorandum to the Italian. Prime 
Minister, M. Parri, and that they had received a 
message from his secretary in reply saying that 
M. Parri was ready to send a declaration of sup- 
port for Zionism to the Conference, but owing 
to: the armistice conditions he was not in a position 
to send such a declaration. Unofficially, however, 
the Italian Prime. Minister had authorised him to 
state that the [Italian Governmens was fully in 
support of the Zionist idea. 

Mr. Robert Raphael, President of the Greek 
Zionist Federation and representative of the Jewish 
Agency in Greece, said that there were 80,000 Jews 
in Greece before the war, now there were 8,000; 
70.000 Jews had been deported. 

Palestine was the only hope and goal of. the 
Jewish people. They had a Hachshara in Athens 
where about 100 boys and girls were being trained 
under the guidance of Palestinians’ In a few days 
200 children would be leaving Greece for Palestine, 
but another 200 children were registered and must 
co.
